General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, , begun and held i in 
the town of Nashville, on Monday, the 49th "day of Septem- 
ber, in the year one thousand eight hundred.. and. thirty-one, 
being the first session of the nineteenth General Assembly, held 
under the Constitution of the State of Tennessee. | 4. 

On which day, being that appointed by the Constitution. af. the 
State o y Tennessee, for the meeting of the General, Assembly, 
the following members of the House of Representatives apr 
peared, produced their credentials, and took their seats; the 
oath prescribed by the Constitution of the State being. first 
administered to. al} the members present, by the Hon. James €. 
Mitchell, one of the Judges of the Circuit .Courts,.and Robert

bors, and with it, much; without this, my duties will be arduous, 
difficult and disagreeable, with it my task will be comparatively 


light and pleásant.- There is much: satisfaction 3 iu thé reflection, 
that. whatever errors I may tall into, will be indulgent]y. regarde 
ed by the House, and at the same time "promptly, corrected;- sò 


that in any event,uo serious injury ean result.to tlie State- from’ ` 
my defects and inexperience. Permit me-again, . -gentlemen; tó 


assure you of my deep'sense of gratitude for the Bodo. you have

The said Resolution was read at the Clerk's table, and. the 
question being taken on agreeing thereto, it was determined i in the 
affirmative.

And the question being taken thereon, it was determined in the 
affirmative. 

Mr. Inge from the Committee appointed to wait on the Goy- 
ernor of the State and inform him that the two houses of the Gen- 
eral Assembly were ready to receivé any communication he might 
think proper to make them, reported that the Committee had 
performed that service, and that the Governor answered he would 
make a communication to each house of the General Assembly 
immediately. 

A. message in writing was received from the Governor of the 
State by Mr. Seeretary Fletcher, who delivered in the same at 
the Speaker's table, and withdrew. 

The said message was read at the Clerk’s table, and is as 
follows:— 

Fellow cilizens of the Senate, 

and of the House of Representatives, 

The circumstance of your assembling together, clothed with 
authority by a free people, to deliberate and decide on their dear- 
est interests, is a spectacle calculated toexcite the most pleasing 
emotions in the breast of every reat patriot.—This high privilege 
is only enjoyed to the same extent by the citizens of our great 
republic; aad it furnishes a happy illustration of the principle, 
that the people do in fact govern themselves. 

In your deliberations, you may rely upon my cordial support in 
all measures that are calculatedsto advance the happiness and 
prosperity of our beloved country. And the opinions which I en- 
tertain upon the subjects which I shall bring to your considera- 
tion, shall be offered briefly, but with candor. 1t will be for you 
to determine upon their correctness, and to sustain or oppose 
them as your better judgments may direct. 

In the communication which I made at the.commencement of 
the last session of the General Assembly, I urged the propriety 
of a strict examination of the affairs of the State Bank, from a 
eonviction that many of its officers and agents had disregarded 
the trust reposed in them, by using the public funds for their own 
private advantage. The joint committee, to whom was referred 
the duty of inquiring into the condition of the bank, discovered 
that the efficers of the principal institution at Nashville, were de- 
. faulters to a large amount; but tbe near approach of the termina- 
tion of the session, when this information was obtained, rendered 
it impracticable, at that time, to ascertain the precise deficiency. 
The new directory however were authorized to bring the business 


ne 
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to a close as soon as possible; this they have not yet-entirely -ae- 
complished, although great diligence hag been used for that.pur« 
pose. Nearly two hundred thousánd dollars have: been obtained 
from tlie cashier and clerk, and.it is‘to be feared that there is still 
a considerable sum in default -When it shall be accurately 
known, a hope is entertained, that the securities of the cashier 
will be disposed to setile, ina manner satisfactory to the State. 
Although there is every reason to apprehend that a loss will be 
sustained at the principal bank in Nashville, yet itis bi lieved that 
a much greater proportionable déficiency: will be found to exist 
at the agencies. The report of General Smith, of: tlie examinee. 
tion wliich he has made of the agencies in West "Tennessee, is 
now before me, and it exhibits extensive insolvencies on the part 
of the debtors’ and great inaccuracies in the transaction of thé 
public business by most of the agents. The amount due at theagen-. 
cies in West Tennessee is about two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, and of this sum at least sixty thousand dollars, aud :prob- 
ably more will be certainly lost. The gentleman appointed to-éx- 
atnine the East Tennessee agencies, has not reported ; but it Gannot 
be otherwise, than that some luss will also be sustained m that. 
end of the State. From this view of the subject, it is palpable, 
that the State has already incurred a heavy injury, and that most 
of its funds are in great jeopardy. What then can be done'to se- 
cure the interest of the country? The answer is obvious. Meas- 
ures must be immediately adopted to close the affairs of the bank 
with as little delay as possible, taking care not to oppress. the 

debtor part of society. The better to secure this purpose, 1 would. 
recommend that an agent of industry and talents be appointed to 
visitthe agencies, fully authorised to settle with each debtor; al- 
Jowing a reasonable indulgence for payment to all those who.may 
give unquestionable security for the discharge of tbeir- debts, 
Where the debtor should refuse to accede to these terms, suit | 
should be instituted against him, in order that a period might be 
lóoked to when the affairs of the bank would be finally closed. 

No objection can well be made to this course, more'especially;as 

the community can receive no benefit, from continning the opera- 
tions of the institution, as itis at present organized.: And the 

great expense of the principal bank and its numerous branches, 

imposes'a heavy tax: upon the industry of the people, without: the 

least equivaleut. I! is a principle well supported by experience, 

that the farmer engaged in tlie peaceful cultivation of the soilean- 

not, afford, by the small profits of his labor, to pay the ordinary. 
interest of six per cent. How then can he borrow from the State 

Bank withont almost certain ruin, when the lawful interest in.most: 
instances, is not half the charge to which he is made liable. He 

. can borrow but a small amount, and when he obtains the money, 

as well as at every ‘renewal, he has to pay for a blank note and. 
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a power of attorney. In addition to this, the, borrower and his: 
securities lose twelve days labor in each year, by attending at the 
agents every three months torenew their notes. And on failure 
to.comply with the requisitions of the bank, the president is au- 
thorised to confess judgment against the principal and_hisse- 
curities, which in some instances creates a charge for costs equal 
to the debt. The farmer who wishes to be prosperous and happy, 
must neither borrow money nor contract debts founded upon the 
anticipated proceeds of his labor. His success depends upon in- 
dustry. and economy—upon his living almost exclusively within 
his own means, and manufacturing at home, most of the articles 
of clothing essential to the wants of his family. ' . 
‘There is an additional reason for closing the affairs of the bank, 
entitled to great weight. A very laudable spirit prevails through- 
out the State in favor of internal improvements; but this object 
cannot bé accomplished without the aid of money. Sound policy. 
would therefore seem to dictate the propriety of collecting the 
funds of the bank as speedily as possible, and applying a portion 
of them at least, in the construction of roads and improving the 
navigation of our rivers. There is no State in the Union, where 
the materials for making roads are in greater abundance; and yet 
at that season of the year when the produce ofthe country is 


brought to market, our present roads are almost impassable. With. 


a view: to their improvement, I would recommend the propriety of 
incerporating companies, imposing such restrictions and extend- 
ing to them such privileges, as are approved by the experience of 


other States, where such companies have long existed; and for . 


the purpose of encouraging that kind of associations, the State 
should be authorised to subscribe one half, or at least one third 
of the stock. This plan has been successfully pursued in Penn- 
sylvania for the last fifteen years, and the extent of her improve- 
ments during that time has been without example in the hisfory 
of any country, in proportion to her population. Good roads .and 
the certaiu navigation of our rivers, have such an important bear- 
ing upon agriculture, commerce and the growing prosperity of 


~ 


our State, that I cannot but earnestly recommend to your atten- | 


tion, the propriety of adopting such a system of internal improve- 
ments, as we can certainly achieve by our own resources. 

‘The commissioners appointed at the last session to constitute a 
board of internal improvements, held their first meeting at Nash- 
ville,in May 1830. Measures were then taken to employ an En- 
gineer, for the purpose of making surveys and estimates of | the 
expense of construeting roads and improving the navigation of 
our rivers. A gentlemas was engaged for that-purpose, who was 


expected to enter the service of Tennessee, on his having com-. 


pleted some work he had previously undertaken to perform... It 


was contemplated that he would be able to commence his labors 
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for us, early in the past summer; but: owing to ill health, Tie -was 
obliged to decline all attention to busiuess, of which fact. he ad- 
vised us last. spring. -E am pleased to state, however, that the 
services of ‘another gentleman have been: procured, who has been: 
recently employed in making a survey of the Suck, Boiling-Pot and 
Tumbling Shoals of Tennessee river: and it is thought that he-will 
also be able to make an examination of Harpeth shoals on Cum- 
berland river, in time for all his reports to be laid before your 
body,at the present session. Those two rivers being the princie 


pal outlets to the produce of East-ánd Middle Tennessee; the re- ; 


nioval of obstructions in them, would seem to be entitled to your 
first attention. . T i i 
1n compliance with the act of the last session, authorizing the 
building of a Penitentiary, the commissioners who were appoint- 
ed to superintend the erection of a suitable-edifice, entered upon 
the duties assigned to them immediately after the adjouroment of 
the Legislature, in January, 1830. That they might avail them- 


selves of all the improvements which experience had made manhi- 


fest, plans of the best constructed eastern penitentiaries were. 
procured, by an egent sent specially for that purpose. A site- 
was obtained upon which toerecttbe buildings, a mile south-west 
of the court house in Nashville, aniting more advantages thao: 
any other which could be had in.the vicinity. At the commence- 
ment of the work, a question of some delicacy presented itself? 
forthe consideration of the commissioners, whetherit should be: 
upon a plan that could be finished for the amount appropriated, or 


so extensive that it would answer the purposes of the State for-a - 


long period ‘to come, without there being a necessity of makiig 
alterations or additions hereafter. The difficulty of adopting a 


course to be pursued, was greatly lessened by the known and oft- 
en expressed opinions of the members of the last legislature. No - 
one of them entertained ‘a belief that a -penitentiary could “be 


erected with ‘sufficient accommodations, for double the sum ap= 
propriated; and it was expected by all, that a large ‘additional 
sum to complete it, would have to be granted. "The commission- 
ers therefore conceived it'properto commence the buildings upon 
a plan so extensive, that no future appropriations-would be tre- 
quired, to erect additional ‘houses, ‘as 'the-convicts increased in 
number. I could not but cordially-approve of this course, ‘as 1 


was ‘sensible that thé-amount appropriated, "was "wholly inade- - 


quate to erect an‘insfitution suitable to our future ‘wants; and if 
the work had ‘been‘discontinued when the appropriation: was ez- 
hausted, the ‘buildings would-have sustained great iujury by time 
and weather, ‘before the meeting of ‘the present ‘General Assem» 


bly. The work was ‘commenced on ‘the first of April 1830;-and ` 


proceeded ‘with so much-rapidity, that T was enabled on the’ firat 


Qf January last, in-compliance with the law, to-issue a proclame- 
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tion, setting forth that the penitentiary was in a state and condi- 
tion for the reception of convicts. Since then nineteen convicts 
have been received, who conduct themselves with great proprie- 
ty, and more than cover all their expenses by the profits of their 
labor. During the preseut year, two carpenters and a part of 
the &onvicts have been employed in finishing the buildings, and 
the Penitentiary is now complete with the exception of some cell 
doors, work shops and out houses, all of which can be done by 
the convicts at a small expense. The whole amount expended is 
less than fifty thousand dollars, and it is confidently asserted that 
no establishment of the kind in the United States, of equal dimen- 
sions, has been built on terms so reasonable.  Itis due to the 
commissioners to say, that much of their time was employed in 
superintending the work; and that to their zeal and correct knowl- 
edge of the value of mechanical labor, may be attributed in a great 
degree, the celerity with which the buildings were erected, and 
the economy which prevailed in their construction. 
For many years I have advocated the Penitentiary system from 
a ful] conviction that it afforded the best means, not only of gradu- - 
ating punishment according to the magnitude of crime, but also 
of reforming the guilty. The circumstances which develope 
themselves on the trial of an individual charged with a criminal 
offence, afford an opportunity of judging of his depravity, and the 
time of his imprisonment can be determined by the jury accord- 
ingly. Notso under the old law., The guilty, whether a young 
and pliant offender, or an old and hardened transgressor, was 
alike subject to the punishment of the whipping. post and the 
branding iron. Will such cruelty produce reformation? Is it 
, Bot much more reasonable to expect that the unfortunate victim 
of the law, feeling his degraded condition, will go forth armed 
with the spirit of revenge, determined to commit new outrages 
upon that community by whose laws he has been rendered infa- 
mous? If reformation can be produced it is most reasonable to 
expect it under the iufluence of the penitentiary system. The vi- 
olator of the Jaw of his country is shut up within the walls ofa 
prison—secluded from a knowledge of passing events, obliged to 
labor throughout the day, without an opportunity of holding con- 
verse with his fellow convicts, and when his daily labor is over, 
is locked up in a cell, with no other companion than his bible and 
his own thoughts. Surely in his retirement be will reflect on the 
follies of his past ill spent life—if reformation do not follow, he 
will atleast be making some atonement to the community he has 
injured by laboring for his support, and however ungovernable. 
and refractory his disposition may be, he will be prevented from 
the commission of crime during his confinement. ; 
It cannot be expected that the expense of the institution, for. 
some time to come, will be fully defrayed by the labor of the con-, 
x " 
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victs; but wlien the workshops are completed and other improve- 
menis are- made, the prisoners will all be constantly engaged in 
some mechanical employment, which will produce a profit on 
their Jabor. When their number is increased to thirty-five or 
forty, if well ‘managed, the prison will be no longer a charge on 
the State. Itis believed that its clear.gain will cover the salary 
of officers, and all other contingent disbursements. This conclu- 
sion is sustained by the experience of all well conducted peni- 
tentiaties. ‘The proceeds of the labor of ihe average number of 
about one hundred and fifty prisoners at Weathersfield, Connec- 
ticut, exceed the whole expense of their support, including the 
salary of the officers, more than five thousand dollarsa year. At Balti- 
more, for the last seven years the average prafits of the penitentia- 
ry has been upwards of ten thousaud dollars anuually. Other insti- 
tutions present the same favorable results,and there is every reason 
to believe that we may soon calculate on similar advantages. Even 
now, at the commencement of its operations, the prison is Jess 
expensive to thé Stare, than was our old system of crimiual law. 
A few years ago I addressed letters to the clerks of the county and 
circuit courts, requesting an account of the expense of the con- 
finement of criminals in the county jails after conviction. The 
result of my inquiry was, that it. was little short of twelve thous- 
and dollars a year. From this charge we are now entirely reliev- 
ed. The present criminal code may be defective; if so, the pow- 
er of correcting it is with you, In conclusion, I must be permit- 
ted to add, that the Penitentiary system has been adopted in this 
State, by the representatives of the people—that an ardent hope 
is entertained that it will answer all the purposes of usefulness 
that were predicted by its friends; and that those who have been 
heretofore honestly opposed to it, will, now that it is in operation, , 
be disposed to give ita fair trial, and not assail or abandon it, 
until we have a clear manifestation of its inutility. 

Tt is a source of melancholy regret that three fourths of the un- 
happy inmates of prisons acknowledge, that the too free use of 
ardent spirits was the leading cause of the commission of the 
crimes for which they were convicted. Nor is it less a subject of 
regret that nine tenths of the pauperism in the Eastern cities, 
arises from intemperance. -Is there no remedy for this alarming, 
evil, which cuts off so many citizens in early fife, and bring’ so 
much sorrow and misery on’ inocent families? 1 answer that 
thereis. Passa law prohibiting the county courts from granting 
to any one, a license to retail spiritous liquors, unless he be a 
man of known character for honesty, whose business is that of an 
inn keeper, with suitable accommodations for travellers; and, 
punish with severity those who violate the law. Little hesi- 
tation should be felt in adopting this course, especially as itis we" 
known,t hat drunkenness, theft, robbery, gambling and mr 
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generally have theiroriginin the grog shops of our towne and villa- 
ges. When we see the wise and the virtuous every where uniting 
their influence for the suppression of intemperance, and when we 
consider its destructive effect upon the peace and' morals of sobie- 
ty, it is surely our duty to aid in counteracting its influence. 

A general wish appears to prevail that some change should be 
made in our Judiciary system. If experience has proved that the 
present system is insufficient lor the prompt discharge of public 
business, there is, as I apprehend, no constitutional prohibition to 
& radical change, but 1f the object be to make partial alterations, 
with a view tothe removal ofany ofthe judicialincumbents, I would 
respectfully suggest that such a course is fraught with hazardous 
consequences. Whatever has a tendency to weaken the inde- 
pendence and stability of the judicial branch of the government 
is dangerous to the rights and fibertiesofthe people: for can it 
be supposed that a Judge who holds his appointment subject to 
the control of the Legislature at every session, is as well quali- 
fied to make impartial decisions, as one who has a reasonable cer- 
tainty of the undisturbed possession of office during his good be- 
haviour. 

By the third article of the convention of eighteen bundred and 
. twenty, regulating the boundary between the states of Kentucky 
and Tennessee, it is provided that whenever the Governor of 
either state, shall deem it expedient to have the line between 
the two States run and plainly marked, he shall cause a notifica- 
tion therof to be communicated to the Governor of the other 
State, and thereupon two surveyors sball be appointed, one by 
the Goverror of each State to ascertain, survey and plainly mark 
whatis known by the name of Walker's line. The Governor of 
' Kentucky, in accordance with this stipulation, notified me early 
in September Jast, that he was desirous to have the line run, and 
marked adjoining the counties of Trigg, Simpson and Allen, and 
solicited the co-operation of this State. Mr. James Bright was 
accordingly appointed surveyor in behalf of Tennessee, and he 
and Dr. Munsell of Kentucky, commenced the duty assigned them 
early in Novernber.—On tracing and marking the line, it was dis- 
covered that ata certain beach tree near Drake’s creek, the repu- 
ted line took an offset south sixty-two degrees west to a black 
jack, on the road leading from Nashville to Lexington, and thence 
it took another offset northwardly to a gum tree, standing in 
Walker’s original line. The surveyors continued the line and 
found no other difficulty, till within a mile of Cumberland river, 
where it terminated; but they extended it according to its course 
at its termination across the Tennessee river. On runniug a line 
due north from where they struck the Tennessee, they intersected 
a line said to have beenrun by Walker. The citizens west of 
Cumberland river between those two lines, have been consider- 
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ed as belonging to Tennessee, and have always been subjected 
to the jurisdiction of her laws. The Legislature of Kentucky in 
acting upon the subject, admit the north line between the riv- 
ers, Cumberland and Teuuessee, as the permanent division line’ 
between the two States at this point; and claim their right to the 
triangular territory on the road leading from Nashville to. Lexington. 
As this arrangement is in perfect accordance with what has been 
hitherto known and acted upou as Walker’s line by the border 
settlers of each State, [ recommend that the line as run by Munsel 
and Bright, and ratified bv the State of Kentucky, be recognized 
by you as the true and permanent line of boundary between the 
two States. As there is no Jaw authori-ing the payment of the 
surveyor, chain carriers and markers, an appropriation for that 
purpose will be required at the present session. 

The General Assembly of Mississippi passed a resolution at 
their last session, directing the Governor to appoint a suitable 
person to ascertain and designate the point, where the 35th de- 
gree of north latitude crosses the Mississippi river, for the pur- 
pose, asis alleged, of hereafter establishing the line between that 
State and Tennessee The Governor addressed a letter to me, 
requesting the co operation of Tennessee in accomplishing the 
business. Ir: reply. l informed him that I had no authority to’ 
make an appointment for that purpose;and requested him to de- 
lay the execution of the work, until after the commencement of 
your present meeting, expressing a conviction that you would 
authorise the appointment ol some person to aid in procuring the 
information which he desired. Notwithstanding it is believed that 
the line as established by the commissioner of the United States 
in 1812, was run with great care and accuracy, yet the courtesy 
which is due to a sister State, would seem to require that some 
person of scientific attainments should be appointed to aid in as- 
certaining the true point at which the 35th degree of north lati- 
tude crosses the Mississippi. 

It will be necessary at the present session to passa law author- 
ising the choice of electors to vote for President and Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States; and in the performance of this duty, 
regard must be had to the act of Cougress fixing the time at which. 
the election is to be held, and also the period when the electors 
must meet for the purpose of voting. In order that we may have 
our full weight 1n the elections for President and Vice President? 
hereafier, 1 would recommend that the geferal ticket system be 
adopted. It is true that no, danger of division isto be apprehend- 
ed atthe approaching election; but in future when we may differ 
in our choice, an individual by the force of circumstances, may, 
under the arrangement by districts, dbtain-a plurality of electo- 
ral votes, to whom'a majority of the States maybe decidedly 
opposed. d ' 
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Since the close of the last session, the following temporary ap- 
pointments have been made;— William A. Cook, E-quire, Chan- 
cellor; Thomas H. Fletcher, Esquire, Secretary of State; Brootn- 
field L. Ridley, Esquire, Attorney General for the fifth Solicitorial 
District; and Gideon J Pillow, Esquire, Attorney General for the 
ninth Solicitorial District. ‘These appointments were made to fill 
vacancies occasioned by the resighations of the former incum- 
bents. As the commissions under which the present officers act, 
will expire at the end of this session, the duty of making 
permanent appointments will devolve upon you before your ad- 
journment. iis a 

In casting a glance at the present conditiom of our State it is 
gratifying to observe its eminent prosperity. The rapidity of its 
recent growth, the important relative position it has attained 
‘among its sister States—the fertility of its soil, and the industry 
and enterprise of its citizens, afford abundant cause for grateful 
reflection and mutual congratulation. At no former period has 
the general welfare of our citizens been more obvious and satis- 
factory With a rich profusion of the necessaries and comforts 


of life, the hand of laboris now uniformly rewarded with an ade- 


quate return. Poverty and distress are unknown except as the 
result of indolence, crime, or of some peculiar casualty from the 
effects of which, relief is almost instantly attainable. It isa 
source likewise, of the utmost satisfaction, that in extending our 
views beyond the limits of our own State, we find ourselves citi- 
zens ofa great federal republic, whose progressive improvement 
has been rapid aud extensive beyond the example of any other na- 
tion, and whose condition at present, under the auspices of a 
chief magistrate, selected from among our own fellow citizens, 
aflords all the blessings of freedom and protection at home, and 
furnishes an object of admiration and respect to the rest of the 
world. Blessed with peace, and the prospect of preserving it, and 
yet fully prepared for all the dangers and privations of war, with 
a commerce that renders tributary to us the resources of other 
nations—with a rich and overflowing treasury, and a national 
debt nearly extingtlished, we have abundant cause of gratitude 
for the unprecedented snecess which has attended the experiment 
of our peculiar form of government, combining as it does, the 
strength and energy for national security and greatness, with the 
most perfect freedom and protection to the rights and inferests of 
all.

4. The Speaker shall take the chair every day at the hour to 
which the House shall have adjourned—shal call the members 
to order, and on the appearance of a Quorum, cause the journals 
ofthe preeeeding day to be read. He shall preserve decorum & 
order—may speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers. He shall decide questions of order. subject to an appeal 
tothe house by any two members. He shall rise to put a ques- 
tion. but shall stateit sitting—questions shall be distinetly put in 
this form, to wit: *As many as are ofthe opinion that (as the ques- 

. tion may be) will say aye? and after the affirmative voice is ex- 
pressed, “As many as are ofa contrary opinion say no"— If the 
speaker doubt, or a division be called for by any two members. the 
House shall divide. Those voting in the affirmative shall first rise, 
and afterwards those in the negative. ` 

All Committees shall be appointed by the speaker. unless oth- 
erwise ordered by the House; in which case they shall be appoint- 
ed by ballot. 

2 in ease of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the Iob- 
by, the Speaker or Chairman of the Committee of ihe whole 
House, shall have power to order the same to be cleared. 

3 "The house shall be deemed in session when the Speaker takes 
the chair; and ifat any time there be not a Quorum, the memb- 
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erspresent may take such course, asihiey may deem advisable, 
to secure ihe atfendanee of absent members. 


4 If theSpeaker shall at any tine not be present, at the hour - 


to which the House may have adjourned. they may call any mem- 
ber to the chair—who shall preside until thie speaker arrives.

DECORUM AND ORDER IN DEBATE.

To the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Tennéssee. - 
By the act of the Legislature incorporating the Bank. of the - 
state of Tennessee, it is made the duty of the President and D+ ` 
rectors, to furnish to each stated session, a report ofthe condition 
of the Institution. "EE 2: To 
The requisitions ofthe charter in this respeet, have heretofore 
been deemed to be complied with, by a simple expose of the actual 


condition of the Bank. "T ; 
The present.situation of the institution, is however, character- 


sed by circumstances so extraordinary in théir nature, as. to de- 
mand of us, some deviation from the eommon usage upon this oc- 


casion. 3 . ; 
The very considerable th fiche in management, and. the 


pecuniary defalcations of the officers of the Institution, exposed to 
the public observation by the zealous-ifivestigation of the late 
legislature, together with the unaseertained extent and precise 
character of the evils manifestly existing, has impressed upon the . 
publie mind, a solicitude so intense and general, in respect ta the 
public fund vested in this Bank, as could not fail to attract ihe 
respectful consideration of the present board, and to produce in 
(hem an early determination, to avail themselyes of every accessi- 
ble mean competent to shed light upon the perplexed and puzzling 
problem submitted to their axamination. CMM. f 
In the accomplishment of this purpose, so imperatively urged 
upou us by the condition of the Institution, and the agitated state 
of publie feeling, we have been met by difficulties, numerous and 
rotr acted, which it is not necessary or practicable to incorj5o- 
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rate with this report. It may be sufficient here to indicate, as 
constituting a chief item in the list of embarrassing circumstances 
in whieh we have been placed, the stipulated absence of the books 
for three months after the adjournment of the last Legislature; 
their great confusion and unsettled condition, when placed in our 
possession, and the duty imposed by recent developements, of ma- 
king an aetual examination and eount of every deseription- of 
funds in possession of the Bank, at the timeits management was 
undertaken by the present board; consisting in considerable pro- 
portions of ragged notes and change tickets of small denominations 
redeemed by the bank and filed away as unfit for use. 

This task has engaged the first attention ofthe Directory} and 
its accomplishment, together with thesettlement ofthe books of 
the late Cashier has supplied the means of submiting to the Le- 
gislature,a staiement of the condition of the Bank at the time we 
undertook its management, and which, we have deemed proper, 
in the peculiar state of the Institution, to superadd to our report 
of its present condition. 

By a careful examination of the funds on hand, and a diligent 
inspection of the books of the late cashier, submitted fur our ad- 
justment, we find him charged with the aggregate sum ‘of,

As the settlement with the Clerk extended to an entire release 
of himself and securities from all liabilities to the Bank, ‘some 
detail of the circumstances inducing that settlement, is deemed

Shortly after the balance was ascertained (o exist, as exhibit- 
ed by his individual account, a suit was instituted against him and 
his securities for its recovery; previous to which, however, and 
also during the pendency of the suit, he made various propositions 
for compromise, always alleging, that the aforesaid account eon- 
stituted the only demand whieh the Bank eould rightfully prefer 
against him. 

By a comparison of the funds of the bank, as aseertained by ae- 
tual count, with the report of the Bank made to the last Legisla- 
ture, a deficiency unaccounted for, of more than thirty thousand 
dollars was evidently found to exist in the amount of our own notes 
issued, This, with other eireumssanee,, induced a suspicion in 
the minds ofour Directory, that this deficiency might be under 
the control of the late Clerk, and consequently, led to the rejee- 
tion of all his propositions for a compromise of their demand 
against him. But as it was deemed a matter of primary impor- 
tance to the state, that the Bank should put itself in the possession 
of the notes thus missing, and which appeared to us to have been 
surreptitiously withdrawn, your Directory, influenced by the con- 
sideration of inability to establish the fact, that said notes, ar any 
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part thereof, were in the hands of the Clerk, by any legal inves- 
tigation, and also, from àn apprehension that the.whole amount 
might; from such equrse, be entirely lost to the State, in case of 
failure, were induced (through the President, , with" the approbä- ` 
tion of the Executive) to propose to said clerk, that ifhe could čte- 
turn the notes in question, and convey to the Bank, two liouses and 
lots embraced in his former propositions for compromise, the one 
in Nashville, and the other in Sparta, that they would give.him 
a complete discharge from all his liabilities tothe Bank. On the 
receipt of this proposition, he avowed his. utter inability. to meet 
it; andalleged, thatthe deficieney referred to, must be the result 
of error in the books of the Bank, and would be so ascertained on 
their final settlement.

and return. Accordingly, after having performed that journey, he

` October 21st, 1834. 
The Committee tó whom was referred so much of the Goyer- 
nor's Message as relates ta the Penitentiary, have had thé sime:

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under consideration, and beg leave to report: 


That the law of Jast session, in relation to a site—the construe- : 


tion of buildings, manner of making contracts, mode'of expen- 
ding money, &e. has been earefully and strietly complied witli by 
the Commissioners, as will more fully appear by their report 
herewith submitted. ; 
To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessce. 
Having been appointed by the last General Assembly Com- 


missioners to superintend the erection of a Penitentiary, we - 


deem it proper that we should render an account to you of our 
Stewardship. ; 

We considered it proper before commencing the work to cm- 
ploy some one to visit, and praeure plans of the most approved 
Eastern Penitentiaries. This duty was performed very mueh to 
our satisfaction by Mr. David Morrison. Under the law we had 
a diseretionary power to obtain a site to contain from four to ten 
acres. For the purpose of making a vegetable garden for the 
convicts, we deemed it proper to go to the limits of the law, and 
accordingly purchased ten acres about a mile from the court 
house, which was paid for by the citizens of Nashville. 

We felt somewhat embarrassed at the commencement of the 
work, as to the extent of the plan we should adopt. If the 
whole buildings were to be completed for the twenty-five thousand 
dollars, appropriated at the last session, we were confident that 
it would soon be wholly inadequate to the necessities of the State, 
‘and that ina few years additional buildings would have to be put 
up, which, with the old buildings would cost much more than an 
edifice constructed of sufficient sizein the first instance. Nor did 
it seem less objectionalle to commence the work ona sufficiently 


extended plan, quit when the appropriation was exhausted, * and’ 


delay the completion of the institution until an additional appro- 
priation could be granted at the present session. All of us know 
the injury to which half finished buildings are liable by the effecta 
of time and weather. Upon a view of the whole subject, and 
being fully persuaded that the State would sustain us in the course 
we determined to adopt a plan of sufficient dimensions to answer 
the wants of the State for many years tocome. The plan being 
adopted, we entered into various written contracts with work- 
men, and the business commenced about the first of April, 1830; 
the summer and fall seasons were favorable to the progress of the 
work, and such was the industry that prevailed among our work- 
men, that in the short space of nine months each one had fulfilled 
his contract and the institution was in a state of readiness for the 
reception of convicts. It is gratifying to be able to state that, 
although ihe work was undertaken onthe most reasonable terms, 
yet each individual hada fair profit on his labor, and: not the 
slightest difficulty took place in a settlement with any one. We 
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‘also take leave to say that the plan adopted was so perfect dhat.—

-TÈ may not be improper to offer sume remarks on the amount: 
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expended by the Commissioners in the erection of the Peniter- 
tiary, over and above the twenty-five thousand dollars appropri- 
ated at the last session. It will be remembered by'at least the 
old members of this house, that when the appropriation was 
made, it was not contemplated that it would be sufficient for the 
building of an edifice of suitable size and description for the fu- 
ture emergeneies of this State, and it wasanticipated, that con- 
siderable additional supplies would be required. Indeed, it was 
thought by many that the erection of the buildings.eould not be 
eompleted in less than two years, and-of course a further supply 
of money would not be required until the present session: Your 
committee therefore cannot but approve most cordially of the 
eourse pursued by the Commissioners in adopting and completing. 
a flan of sufficient dimensions to auswer the purposes of the 
State for a long time to come, without additions or alterations.— 
The Committee have examined the buildings, walls. &e. and so 
far as they are capable of judging, have no hesitation in saying, 
that the plan combines: ceonomy and security, and that the work- 
manship of every description is of the very first order. 

The whole amount of expense of the institution may be set 
dawn at the sum of $50,000—much less than any other Peniten- 
tiary of the same dimensions in the United States. In proof of 
this position, your Committee would observe that the Kentucky 
Prison, which is in no respect equal to ours, cost more. The 
Ohio Penitentiary, which is certainly inferior to ours, cost that 
State the enormous sum of $150,000. That of New Jersey, far 
inferior to ours, cost $50,000. Numerous other instances could 
be mentioned, but it is deemed unnecessary. Your Committee 
would further report, that upon examination, they find the con- 
viets are employed in the manner set forth in the report ef the 
Inspectors which is herewith submitted. 

To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee. 

The undersigned, Inspectors of the Penitentiary, beg leave te 
report, that there are now nineteen convicts in the prison; that 
they have been and are employed as follows: 

Two of them work atthe 'l'aylor's trade; two at the Black-

Your Committee further report, that they have closely exam- 
ined the Criminal Code of the last session, and although they bear 
testimony to the ability with which.it was prepared, yet .experi- 
ence has proved it to be defective in some of its parts. Bue first 
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part. which suggests- Itself ‘as worthy of eonsideration, is that of 
Petit Larceny-—uündéx 1 ie present lay; it is. punished" with’ eer: 
finement nöt less than offe, nor morethan five yéats. — Jurors, iri 
almost-évery instances fix-the petiod of confinement for this. of- 
fence, at ong year; which imposes a heavy burthen upon the State. 
For the expense of bringing the convicts to the Penitentiary is as 
preat as if the period’of -confiiement was-twenty years; and the 
time of his imprisonment expires- befote he. ‘can. be beneficially 
employed at any mechanical labor. "Po avoid this-inconvenience, 
vour Committee would recommend, that for the first offence, the 
offender should be vonfinéd for some stated. period" ir thé county 
Jail, and for the second; lié should be punished. as i$ prescribed in 
eases of Grand Larceny. - -o re E RD 
They have had before them the subject of punishing convicts 
under the present law for-refractory or other improper conduet. 
While they view with;deep regret the necessity:of. corporeal ïn- 
fliction in any event, they are constrained to admit that solitary 
confinement-on bread and water will. tot overcome the. stubborn 
and unruly disposition of a/bad eonvict; One instance has already 
oceurved, where the pubishment has been inflicted ona conviet 
almost to the full exteut- of the law, without producing any great 
change for the better in his conduct.- Itis, too, a description of 
punishment which the keeper will often omit to inflict; because 
the labor of the offender, Owing’to peculiar circumstances; mày 
be of thé utmost eonsequence: ^ A dozen of eotiviets may be em- 
ployéd in carrying on some branch of business, each of whom is 
necessary for its successful progress: the removal of one or more 
of them for thirty days, might be ‘productive of many injurious 
consequences to the Institution. With this view of the subject,

The committee took up the report of the President and direct- 
ors of the Bank, submitted to the General Assembly at the pres- 
ent session, and examined the same, item by item, with a view to 
ascertain its correctness. But, owing to the great negligence of 
the late Cashier and Clerk, in keeping the accounts and posting 
upthe books of the Bank, the committee could not satisfy them- 
selves of the eorreeiness of the first item of said repori-—the 
amount charged to Joel Parrish, late Cashier, of $47,656 38. 
That amount 1 may be considerably increased or diminished by 
further examination; for since the commencement of the session, 
two new items have been set down againstthe late Cashier, and 
one passed to his eredit;—thereby lessoning the amount charged 
against him in the sum of $354 51— which will be more fully 
seen by comparing the bank report made out by the examining 
committee, herewith filed, marked A, with the report of the 
President and Direetors of the Bank before alluded to. tos 

The vouchers, shewing the amount paid by the Bank on ac- 
count of the Penitentiary, and the Board of Internal Improve- 
ment, were examined and found to be correet; and from an exam-

To another portion of the committee was assigned theduty of 
counting the specie in the vault of the bank; who -found 65 box- 
es, marked to contain $1000 each. . All of the boxes were weigh- 
ed, opened and examined;.and many of them were counted, and 
found to contain the sum of $1000 each. 'The money kept’ out 
for daily use was also counted, as also.a package of counterfeit 
notes. All which is correctly stated in exhibit A. 

On account of the daily transactions of the Bank, between the 
24th of September and 17th of November, it will be seen that 
there is a variance between most of-the same items.as set forth 
in the Bank statement, madeout by the President and Directors, 
and the statement of the condition of the bank, marked A. made 
out by the committee. Bothstatements, however, are believed 
. to be substantially the same; although some items have been con- 
siderably increased; while others have been proportionably di- 
minished, since the report made by the President and Directors— 
circumstances inseparable from banking operations. 

By a reference to exhibit A, it will be found that the amount 
of debts, which properly belong to the principal Bank at Nash- 
ville, may be comprised under the following heads:

The said report was read at the clerk’s table, andi is as follows, 
to wit: 

The'eommittee of Internal I:uprovement have had under con- 
sideration, abill which was presented by the Abingdon Rail Road 
Convention, to the General Assembly of the State “of ‘Tennessee, g 
proposing to extend tlio Lynehburg and New River rail road to 
Knoxville and west thereof, and beg lea ve to submit- ‘the follow- 
ing report: 

The idea ọf formiag smooth surfaces for carriage, wheels to 
ranon is of ancieat origin. In Fioreace wheel "traéks were 
paved with marble wrought smooth aad level, while the, horse 
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paths were of ordinary paving, it being the best’ for the horse to 
draw on ^ l y" 

At an early period great advantages were attained in England 
by placing a surface of hard wood for wheels'of wagons to, roll 
on; but theimprovéments oflater days. which are destimed to 
Eive a new aspeet tothe commercial and politieal world, have re. 
cently substituted east iron rails and steam cars, for the ‘marble 
tracks and heavy wagons of the Italians. — — i l 

The moving power on the solid and smooih surface of the iron 
rail has little else to overeome than the frietion ofthe axis. The 
resistenee of (he air, and tlie law of the increase of frietion, is 
the same wheri applied to a body impelled on the smooth surface 
ofthe ice. ‘The unequalled, and almost miraculous advantages 
of rail roads, were predicted long since by Dr. Young. “It is 
possible” says he “that roads paved with iton may hereafter be 
employed for the purpose of expeditious travelling, since there 
is searcely any resistence to overcome except that ofthe air; and 
such roads would allow the velocity to be increased almost with- 
out limit.” . 5 

The first rail ways in England, were used near Neweastle up- 
on Tyne in the year 1680; they were made of wood laid on 
sleepers and levelled. One horse could diaw 25,060 pounds at 
the rate of two and a half-miles per hour. Some of them are 
now in use from the Collieries to the river Wear at Sunderland. 
The Hetton railway 7 5-8 miles long carries on-it 17 wagohs 
impelled by the locomotive engine; when loaded with coal, their 
usual weight is 6% tons; when empty, 183 tons. ` The variation of 
level from the pit to the Staith, is 84 feet—a part of whielris o- 
vereome by inclined planes, the rest of (he descent is one fooí in- 
every 335 fect. The rails were about four feet long and 23 inch- 
es thick on the upper surface on which the wheels rolled. Upon 
some parts of this road malleable iron rails were laid 15 feet long 
weighing abont 440 pounds supported at every three fect. 

The immense advantages of even the wooden railways in the 
Durham and Northumberland coal fields, soon caused them to be 
imitated in the neighborhood of Whitehaven in Cumberland 
where they were employed toa considerable extent till superse- 
ded by the use of the cast iron ones. From these places thé use 
of railways has gradually spread to Yorkshire, Derbyshire, 
Wales and Scotland. 

‘ Upon the Surry road in 1805 twelve wagons laden with stone 
and weighing 38 1-5 tons or 76,400 pounds were drawn on'a de- 
scent of one inéh in ten feet by one horse, six milesin one’ hour 
and 41 minutes with apparent ease. But the most important 
railway in England, and by far the most difficult and costly, is 
the one which connects Liverpool and Manchester. The tom- 
pany to form this road was incorperated in 1825, and the capital 
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to be raised was $2,264,000. In 1829 the capital was iuereased 
to $2,827,000. | 'T'heleugth of this road is 31 miles, and commen- 
cing at Liverpool. it passes through’a tunnel under the town more 
than one mile and a quarter long. ‘This tunnel, at its least di- 
mensions, is 22 feet wide and 16 high. . The-road rises 123 feet - 
in one mile and 280 yards, and the roof of the tunnel is yet 70 
feet under grounds At the end of this tunnel thereis.an area.of 
fifty yards ia length, and thirty yards wide, eut out of solid rock, 
There are two-more inferior tunnels entering the town. The 
cost of the three was 44,768 pounds or nearly $199,000. ‘To 
get out of-the area spoken of there must have been cuttings of 40 
feet deep which seem to extend halfa mile where the road is car- 
ried through a deep “cutting” and reaches Olive Mount, whence 
there isan exeavation-through the solid rock 70 feet deep, aud 2 
miles long. The limits of this report will not admit of a detail 
of all the difficulties of this road. It may be sufficient to add 
that more thar three millions of eubie yards of earth were-exea- 
vated, that it passed over many bogs, one of which was so soft that 
an iron rod laid upon its surface would sink to the bottom by tlie 
effect ofits own gravity, a distance of from 10 to 55 feet; and four 
miles and three quarters long; and.besides eulverts and foot _ 
bridges, there were 63 bridges of which 50 were under the turn- 
pikes and 28 over them —* over brooks and one over the river Ir- 
well.— Niles’ Register, after giving a brief summary of the difi- 
euliies of this undertaking, says, **this is sufficient to show that 
it is one of the wonders of the world, and that.rail roads ean be 
made any- where.” ors E 

In South Wales in 1791 there was seareely asingle railway: I 
1811 the complete rail roads, connected with canals, colJieries, 
&e. amounted to nearly one hundred and fifty miles in length,- ex- 
elusive of under-grouad ones, of whieh one eompany possessed 
about 30 miles. . "un p 

Wales is a very mountainous country and the diffien]ties must 
far-exceed those of our own eountry. The rapid increase of such 
roads must suffieiently prove their utility, and atthe same time 
that the difficulty of their formation must be- overrated in this 
country. .'l'he Blain Avon railway is 53 miles long, and its ascent 
in that distance is 610 feet, or little more ihan 100 feet in a 
‘mile. i ' : M MES. 

It may be liere worthy of remark that the rail: roads in Eng- 
land, Wales and Seotlaad, are made by individual companies, 
which proves not only.their publie utility, but also the profit on 
eapital invested in that manner. . , V "EN ee 

Jn Scotland it has been ascertained that, tre Carron Company's 
railways have reducedtheir monthly expenditure for carriage 
from 1200 to 300 pounds—or a montlily saving of $3,996—which 
is a saving of about $17,099 per year. From these accounts of 
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rail ways necesarily limited as they are, we think no person” ean 
doubt of their inealeulable advantage to every country; and of the 
the facility of their construction. And we cannot help hereagain 
remarking that investments of capital in-making railways are the 
most profitable which can be made. i 

Good roads were a matter of piimary importance to the Ro- 
mans. Their chief cities were connected by roads much superi- 
or and more cosily than any of modern times. The rail road 
surpasses them inspeed, by the invention of steam power and is 
lesseostly. The roads which passed as arteries through the body 
of thie Roman empire have retained all their ancient marks to 
this day. ‘The sapping power of fifteen centuries could not des- 
troy these granite roads, so firm and solid was their onstruction: 

These roads running nearly in direet lines from city to: ċity 
presented easy and rapid intereourse with the interiorand with 
distant provinces. Difficulties were overeome by art and by en- 
ergy; mountains were eut down and valleys raised by terraces 
which eommandod the adjacent country.—These roads were 
formed of several layers ofstone and gravel bedded in cement, and 
then paved with smooth stone. ‘There were 29 military roads 
leading from Rome, some of which exteuded to the extreme part 
of the empire, inall eontaining 52,694 miles. ‘Ihe construction 
of these roads was forStateand war purposes; ours should be 
for commeree. 

Roman rage for military prowess and for foreign conquests di- 
reeted the whole energies and resources of the empire to the eon- 
struction of war facilities. ‘This state of things fed an -ambition 
peculiar to the Roman chiracter; an ambitionwhich dictated 
a spirit of commercial piracy for the acquisition of wealth 
until the means of luxury so aecumulated in the hands of 
the patrician order, that all their energy was lost and all their 
native valor gone. But no such fatal results are promised to the 
American States by the construction and improvement of great 
highways to market. i p ; 

'T'he States learning wisdom from the splendid ruin of the 

proudest empire that history tells of, haveset the lamp of knowl- 
edge in front whose unerring light shall guide .them in their. 
onward mareh to the internal improvement of the country. 
- The establishment of systems of popular education in most of 
the States, will have the most salutary effeet upon all the rela- 
tions of life. ‘The spread of knowledge incident thereto will tem- 
per all the passions and unite all to the true and ultimate inte- 
rests of society. It will teach eommunities and individvals 
what should be the proper division of time between the acquisi- 
tion of a competent means of support, and the means to ensure 
the action of those commanding duties which are the tain pillars 
to the social and political compact. 
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To produce such a state of things hasbeen the great desideri: 
tum which has so long puzzled the greatest statesmen. The so«- 
lution of-this difficulty like the solution of all other difficulties 
which have in the other hemispheres so long robbed man of his. 
rights and east a gloom over his happiness, have been reserved Tor 
the final glory of the Americam people. 

A eomparison of the relative merits of turnpike roads and cn- 
nals and railroads, whieh will be involved ina small degree in this 
report, cannot help striking the most superficial observer of. tha 
pre-eminent advantages oft the latter—advantages which are, be- 
coming every day more aud more apparent, and which now be- 
gin to exhibit the future internal commercial prosperity which, 
this country is destiued to attain. 

It has been aseertai«ed that the-power of one horse on the rail 
road is equal to that ofeight oo the turnpike., “In the effect 
produced by a gives power the rail road is about a mean be- 
twee. the turnpike road and the canal, when the rate is about 
three miles an hour, but when greater speed is required, the rail 
road is equal to the ca-al in effeetand even surpasses it. 

This saving of labor, added to the superior speed and certainty 
of railway conveyance, at once establishes its paramount claims 
in all cases where the travelling and transportation will justify 
the cost of the construction. Speed is of the. first moment. in 
commerce: it shortens distance and almost brings. ihe two ends. 
together. ‘This rapid facility will invite communion with distant 
parts, and make those who are now strangers, live together as 
neighbours. Jt- will stir up a general desire to cultivate with 
remote quarters the relative duties of life, and. teach all, that a 
few miles of distance from cities and depois of trade will haro 
but little influence in the price of the article. This will have a. 
happy influence on that rage that is now abroad in the land, to 
build up new towns, to live in cities, or to seek profit or pleasure 
in clustered habitations. Ye will give the agriculturist the ad» 
vantage of a more ready and extensive market. 

As well as speed, certainty of supply will have the most salutes 
ry influence on the fluctuation of prices so often attended With ru» 
in from the alternate fulness and scarcity, which invariably occur 
when left to the fate of contrary winds, ice, droughts or floods 
incident to our country. ‘The certainty of conveyance to mark- 
et will lesseri the price to the consumer; and keep eapital in ae- 
tion which would be otherwise dormant, by-avoiding the necessi- 
ty of depositing large stores in expensive warehouses. "'Phe.ware- 
housé fees have ever been one of the heaviest charges to the seller 
and consumer, and the means of placing the profits of the grower 
and manufacturer in the handa of a few "CHUA event 
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pum on every view of the subject, ought to be anxiously: avoid. 
ca. T 4 

Under a speedy and certain system of transportation when 
an emergency arises, the whole stock and trade, and conse- 
quently the wealth and resources of the country can be. called 
ifito use. . i ; 

That there is an urgent necessity for our people to find somo 
more ceriain, speedy conveyance, and a more extensive market 
for their produce, cannot be doubted by any one; and that the ac- 
complishment of this most desirable object is within the means of 
MAE cannot be disputed by any one who will examine for him- 
self. 

We should consider ourselves in a state of eommereial rivalry 
with our sister States, and to some extent with the world; and 
whatever will enable us to supply a home or foreign markets 
with artieles at a less eost than our rivals, will add to the wealth 
of the State. 

An interior railway to market will produce-an equal distribu- 
tion of agricultural exports, and present those sections of the 
country to which Nature has been bountiful in the fertility of 
soil, as well as mineral wealthwith equal advantages with the less 
fertile, ut more contiguous country. It creates new articles 
for trade, and rendersaccessible those articles, the transportation 
of which, onordinary roads, would not bear the cost. 1t will not 
only multiply articles of trade and exchange by the develope- 
ment of hidden resources which would be almost useless without 
unimpeded facilities to market, but it will give employment to 
the common laborer, stir upa general spirit of industry until the 
energy of the country shall have overcome difficulties, which to 
the slothful and unenterprising would seem impossible. . It is the 
wue policy of every government that each one of its citizens 
should have as equal advantages in trade as possible. 

The construction of Rail and ‘Turnpike roads is the only means 
of reaching this desirable object. Such facilities will eonvert the 


"labor of the country into the raw and the manufaetured artiele, 


the excess of which is the true source of individual and nationa 
wealth. TM 
We will now pass over to the few railways. which have heen 
made in our own country, or rather those which have, beet be- 
gun. Among these, the Bahimore and Ohio rail road deserves 
the first consideration. ‘This road, as faras summit ridge, a dis- 
tance of fort y-two miles, isestimated tocost-for graduation: & ma- 
sonry $816,279. . This part of the road was laid off in. three di- 
visions. The first, which was next to the city of Baltimore, and 
included a part of it, cost 556,196 per mile. ..The second was es- 
timated at $10,022 per mile; and the third, at.only $7,000 per 
mile. This makes it evident that there must have been an unne- 
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eessary expenditure of money in the first division: for the difficul: 
ties'were néarly the samë. "A doübletraek of rail roads will 
eost $12.009 per mile; and itis thought that this part of ihe road 
will afford a fair sample of the cost of the remainders” On tho.

When reduced to days, it will 
bealout twenty days from Knoxville to Riehmotid, for a wagon 
on a turnpike, allowing twenty miles per day. On the rail road, 
it would not exceed two days, allowing them to travel .only in 
daylight. ‘This issuffieient to remove the doubts and fears of the- 
timid and the sceptic, ; 
Man; heavy articles, which this railway will raise from the 
rich bowels of the high lands of East Tennessce, will find a mar- 
ket. "Yhelow rate of transportationis the only means wliieh ean 
develope thé mineral wealth, the inexhaustible mines, which ean- 
not now be worked for the want of improved highways to trade. 
The level and fertile valleys of East Tennessee will, by the aid of 
this railway, be placed ou the grounds of fair com petition with 
those sections of the country bordering on the Atlantic. 
From the example of other countries and our sister States, 
none can doubt the practicability: of the proposed railway from 
Kuoxville to Lynehburg. However, if other evidence should be 
wanted, the committee submit a letter from the principal Engi- 
neer of the State of Virginia, marked (A.) Capt. Crozzett, is ad- 
mitted by all who know him, to he one'of the most seientifie En- 
gineersin the United States. -He has long been in the engineer- 
ing serviee of Virginia, and his plans and projeets for the im. 
provement of Virginia no longer exist in theory. That State, 
ever jealous of her rights, has commenced, under his’ guidance, 
to do her own work. In doing this, she invites the enterprise and 
industry of her citizens to come forward as the umpire between 
the agitating doctrine of State and Federal rights; conscious that 
the action of the State is the only mode that can arrest the dan- 
gerous march of federal power. While the nationis eonyulsed 
from the centre to the extremities by the encroachment of feder- 
al power, and when itis manifest that sueh is and has been the 
tendency of all governments, may. not an appeal be made with 
the hope of success to the patriots of conflicting opinions, to meet 
around the common altar, and unite oninternal improvement by 
the States, as the only check to that personal ambition, that 
seeks a broader theatre than the limits of a State: an ambition 
that scorns constitutional barriers which drive back a mad ea- 
reer for high taxes. An ambition which, if persisted in, leads 
on personal hopes under the mask of the general welfare, until 
this idol shall force into the same vortex—Anational splendor and 
national ruin. ] a " 
‘The committee here submit a letter from. Mr. Hill,.the Pres- 
ident of the board of Direetors of the Nashville and Franklin 
turnpike road, marked(B.) ‘This road is to be M'Adamized and 
raduated, so,that steam cars.could pass on it, if rails were laid 
down. ‘The graduation of the roa -is the chief cost. Mr. Hill, 
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believes, that for -six thousand dóllars pev mile, à rail road eould 
be made on this route. ‘Heis a practical nian, of much enter- 
prise and forecast, and of greàt observatidn of men-and things; 
and his opinionis entitled to, great weight on’ this subject. 
He has travelled and witnessed works of a simildr character, and 
is well qualified to judge of ihe price of labor and the facility of 
means for the construetion of rail roads in this State. ‘If the 
Franklin and Nashville route would justify the eonstrnetión of a 
rail road at this sum, {he abundance.of materials in Essi 'l'ennés- - 
see and Virginia, together with the smooth and level vallies thro’ 
which it would pass, wonld promise aroad at a much less price 
than heretofore conjectured. The Alleghany, the Blue ridge 
and Mount “Airy, which divide ihe waters ofthe Holston from 
the New river, are the principal obstructions in this route,—

The committee on banks, to whom was referred that “part of 
ihe Governor's message, which recommends, that the concerns 
of the bank of tlie State of Tennessee be wound ap and the insti- 
tution elosed, have had the subjeet under consideration, and beg 
leave to report, g > 

That, from the facts developed by thejoint sub-committee of 
both houses of the present General Assembiy, appointed to exam- 
ine into the'síate of the funds of the principal bank it appears, 
that of the debts owing to the principal bank, there will inevita- 
bly be considerable loss sustained. There is $226,476 96 of debts 
owing to the bank—which sum ineludes $47,284 87, the amount 
for which Joel Parrish, late Cashier is in default—and also the 
further sum of 218,913 02 of suspended debts, over-checkers or 
legal balances, which together, will make $66,197 89—and of 
the above amount of debts owing to the principal bank, as eon- 
sisting ia notes and judgments, there is the further sum of $7, 
252 50 reported by the committee to be bad, whieh added to th» 
$66,197 89 makes thesum of $73,450 39, which deducted from 
ihe above amount of debts owing to the bank, leaves ihe sum of 
$153,026 59 of good debts due at the Principal Bank. There. is 
real estate owned by the bank, including the Banking house, 
amounting to $58,597 25, the most of which has been received in 
payment of debts due the bank, which were cousidered bad, On 
the aboye amount of real estate, your committee believe there will 


be a loss of 25 per cent making the sum of $14,629 31 loss. sus- ° 


tained on said property—leaving a balance which will be. real- 
ised of $13,949 94, which, added to the above amount of good 
debts, makes the sum of $196,974 53—add the supposed amount 
of loss on real estate to the above amount of bad debts which

. Of the amount of bills receivable, or the amount of debts owing 
at Agencies in West Tennessee, being altogether the sum of $255, 
40 99, which Agents are charged with at the principal Bank. 
It will be seen by reference to the report made by General Smith 
ofthe examination into the condition ofthe Agencies, that, of the 
above sum, there was but $210,95» 94 under discount in the sev; 
eral counties, at the time of sueh"examination—whieh,. dedueted 
from the abovesum, would leave a balance in the hands of agents, 
not loaned out at the time of said examination, of $512,486 05. 
This might probably have arisen from the cireumstance of the 
examination being made, in-someinstanees, shortly.after a Fe 
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newalof thenotes. The ten per cent call heing still in the agente 
hands and notreloaned at the time—and in some instanees.,‘i¢ 
may be, thatthe agent may not bave loaned the amount at all. 

. Your committee believe that it may be anticipated, that it will 
hereafter be found, that agents are in default for a considerable 

portion of the last mentioned sum and probably, the greater part 
of which may belost. Of the whole amount of debts owing at 
agencies there is $221,547 79 reported by General Smith to be 
good, 11.065 dollars doubtful and 2,542 dollars and 45 cenfs bad, 
Your committee think that an amount equal to the whole of thess 
two latter items, say 16,607 dollarsand 15 cents, will be lost at 
the agenzies. Some of those debts now believed to be good will 
finally be lost—and of those that are classed as doubtful, not 
more will be collected than will cover the losses on those report-- 
ed to be guod. ‘This latter amount of 16,697. dollars and fifteen 
cents added to the balance unaccounted for, in the hands of a- 
gents, at the time of (he examination above alluded to, will make 
the sum of 29,093 dollars and 20 eents which will be lost of the 
amount of money with which acting agents are chargeable. 

Your committee would here remark that there is a further sum 
of 13,090 dollars and 87 cents to which former agents are ehar- 
geable on the books of the bank, which sum, added to the amount 
chargeable to acting or present agents, makes the sum total of 
267,531 dollars and 86 cents. This latter sum chargeable to for- 
mer agents, has not been accounted for by them to their suceess- 
ors or present acting agents, a part of which amount consists in 
judgmeats having been taken againstdebtors, many of whom are 
perhaps insolvent, anda part ofsaid amount for money unaceount- 

ed for to the present agents. Of the whole sum, probably not 
more than oue third will be collected leaving a loss of 9.39% dol- 
Jarsand 91 cents, whieh added to the 29,093 dollars and 20 cents,

Your committee procured a statement from the bank (herewith 
submitted marked A.) shewing the respective amounts of money 
which has been in the hands efagents each year since the bank 
went into operation up to the meeting of the preset legislature, 
exhibiting the amount of interest which said several sums would 
have yielded annually at six per eent—andthe amount which 
was actually received by the Bank. From which it appears that 
there is a deficiency in the amount received at Bank, of 10,393 
dollars and 4 cents, a part of which deficiency arises from the 
interest on jud zmoats that have been taken against persons who 
were perhaps insolveut, consequently the interest was not account- 
ed for by the agent —and a part of which may have been paid o- 
ver by some of ihe agents to common School commissioners, 
Though your commiitee think it probable that a considerable 
portion of it is still ia the hands of agents, or has been otherwise 
applied by them. l 

Fron an examination ofthe report of the Treasurer of East
